Girl endures torture 
in Argentine jail

How would you feel if 
someone you knew was being 
interrogated and tortured in 
ancther country under a state 
of seige? What could you do 
about it? Would the U.S 
government help? 


These are the questions 
now confronting family and 
friends of Olga Talamante, a 
recent honors graduate in 
Latin American studies from 
UC-Santa Cruz. 

Olga. 25, daughter of a 
farmworker family in Gilroy, 
California, went to Argentina 
in 1973, taking with her a slide 
show about Chicanos and plan- 
ning to stay with an Argentine 
couple she had met at UCSC 
during her studies there. She 
purchased a plane ticket to 
return on Nov. 24, 1974, to 
spend Christmas with her 
family. She never arrived 

Late in November, Ed 
McCaughan, a college friend 
now living in the Bay Area. 
received a letter from an 
Argentine coorespondent say- 
ing that Olga had _ been 
arrested in the town of Azul on 
Nov. 10, 1974—four days after 
president Isabel Peron had 
declared a state of seige in 
Argentina. 

Fearful for her safety, he 
contacted her family, who had 
not heard from her, and the 
State Department, which 
claimed to know nothing of the 
case, but agreed to check the 
story out. 

Slowly, a too-familiar tale 
began to emerge. Under the 
new state of seige laws, the 
police may round up anyone 
suspected of being against the 
government and hold them 
without charges. Hundreds of 
raids have been conducted 


‘and arrests made, including 


labor leaders, students, 
educators and clerics, many 
of whom had been supporters 
of former president Juan 
Peron. 

Olga was arrested with 
twelve others, apparently 
while attending a barbecue 
They were taken toa detention 
center outside of town, where 
they were beaten and tortured 
for four days. Nocharges were 
nressed until a month later, 
when the group was accused of 
possessing two handguns and 
‘subversive literature.”’ 

In violation of international 
law, the Argentine 
government did not notify the 
American Embassy of Olga’s 
arrest. The Embassy claims 
they first heard of it from the 
State Department, which had 
been notified by McCaughan 

Then, in January, came the 
most chilling news of all. A 


reliable international 
organization learned that 
before news of Olga became 
public. the Argentine 
government was on the verge 
of turning her and the others 
over to right-wing vigilante 
groups. One such group, 
called the Death Squad, has 
claimed responsibility for 
over a hundred assassination- 
style deaths in the last year. 
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Olga Talamante 








After news of Olga’s arrest 
reached the Embassy and the 
news media in this country 
her treatment suddenly im- 
proved. The torture stopped. 
she was transferred from the 
detention center to a district 
jail, and she was granted for 
the first time the privilege of 
writing to her family and 
friends 


As for the future, she paints 
a gloomy picture indeed: 
‘Two of the friends presently 
in jail with us have been found 


innocent of all charges by the 
judicial power, but they can- 
not be released due to their be- 
ing under the’ executive 
power, which gives you some 
idea of the scene here.” 


No private lawyer will take 
the group's case for fear of 
right-wing reprisals. Asof this 
writing. an unconfirmed 
report states that two of the 
group have been executed 


Exit State Department? 


Meanwhile, Olga's friends 
and family have launched a 
campaign to try to bring pres- 
sure on the State Department 
to get her home. 

“The State Dept. seemed 
anxious to help at first, but 
after a couple of weeks we con- 
cluded their interest was not in 
keeping her out of jail but in 
making sure they couldn't be 
held responsible for anything 
that happened to her,” ac- 
cording to McCaughan, a 
graduate of Stanford univer- 
sity’s graduate program in

severely...Through the walls she could hear the 


screams of her friends... 
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In the past few weeks, she 
has described the days of tor- 
ture in detail. 

She was kept with a cloth 
bag on her head and forced to 
go without sleep. She and the 
others were taken into in- 
dividual rooms where they 
were beaten severely and 
given electric shocks. One 
day, she was tied naked to a 
bed, threatened with rape, and 
repeatedly shocked on all 
parts of her body with the 
same equipment she says, pic- 
tured in the movie State of 
Seige. Through the walls she 
could hear the screams of her 
friends. 


Her letters reveal the dif- 
ficulties of those days and 
heroic efforts tosurvive them: 
“IT thought of the many who 
had withstood it,’’ she wrote 
on January 30, ‘‘and now it 
was my turn to do it. When it 
all ended, I knew he had won 
again.” 

In another mood, she wrote, 
‘it pisses me off that these 
shitheads can make us spend 
this beautiful summer locked 


up.” 


Latin American Studies. 

What is holding the U.S 
government back, he believes, 
is its own involvement in 
Argentine affairs. During 
Argentina's current swing to 
the right, the U.S. has in- 
creased its military aid and 
corporate investment in 
Argentina 


In addition, the U.S. has 
trained 2800 Argentine 
military and police officers in 
the past two decades: this 
training typically involvesuse 
of the very electrical gadgets 
with which Olga was tortured. 

Public pressure, in the 
form of letters, postcards and 
publicity, has worked to 
secure the release of many 
political prisoners throughout 
the world. Olga’s family has 
asked for individuals and 
groups to send letters and 
cards to the Argentine Am- 
bassador, Hon. Hector Subiza, 
1600 New Hampshire Ave., 
N.W., Washington, D.C. In-

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CSUS Ballet classes booming

Ballet classes all over the 
United States are experien- 
cing all-time highs in en- 


rollment. CSUS ballet en- 
rollments also reflect this 
upward trend. And. sur- 


prisingly, ballet is attracting 
many more men than ever 
before 

Eleven years ago CSUS 
offered one ballet class. Today 
six sections are offered. And 
instead of one instructor, 
there are three: Revay 
Anderson, Deneen Ford and 
Barbara Parcher. Waiting 
lists for these classes are no 
longer the exception; they are 
the rule 

Ballerina Revay Anderson, 
formerly director of UC- 
Berkeley's dance department, 
pioneered ballet courses at 
CSUS. She has been teaching 
them since her arrivai in 1964 
‘They put [ballet] in the cur- 
riculum for me,”’ she says 

Her classes feature the fun 
damental theories of nure 
classical technique, based on 
the teachings of Alexandra 
Baldina and Theodore Kosloff 
two artists ranked with the 
great Pavlova and Nijinsky of 
the St. Petersburg Imperia! 
Russian Ballet 

Classical ballet, briefly, is a 
drama in art form. The fun- 
damental principle is the 
‘harmonious blending of dan 
cing, Music, poetry and pain 
ting into a unified drama.” 

Anderson began ballet 
instruction at age four under 
the late Dorothy M. Pring of 
Berkeley and at age seven 
continued her training with 
the late Theodore Kosloff of 
Hollywood. Kosloff had been 
premier danseur in Moscow's 
Imperial Ballet (now the 
Bolshoi) 

Debuting as a guest artist in 
Mexico City, Anderson went 
on to travel throughout 
Europe, Canada and_ the 
United States with the 
American Ballet Theatre 


“It does take years and F 


years and lots of hard work. I 
hope to make my students 
understand this. Performing 
was difficult when I was 
touring. On one tour we had 
110 one-night stands. But it 
had to be done to pioneer, to 
develop an audience in the 
United States.” 

In the midst of her dancing 
career, Anderson decided to

attend college. She subsequen- 
tly obtained her master’s in 
anthropology from Stanford 
University 

The ballerina explains to 
her students that ballet 
reached its greatest peak in 
Russia under Czar Nicholas 
Il. The Imperial Russian 
dancers had absorbed, 
blended and_ refined the 
French and Italian traditions 
Many experts believe this 
Czarist era of ballet was un- 
paralleled. 

After the 1917 Russian 
Revolution, many of the most 
talented dancers had to flee 
Some went to Great Britain. 
others to Paris and still others 
fled to the United States. All 


dedication and talent com- 
bined with Anderson's 
teaching 

Anderson has also been 
instrumental in placing 
students in dance programs 
throughout the United States 
Among these programs are 
the Department of Ballet at 
the University of Utah and 
New York University’s 
Theatre Dance Program. The 
students subsequently receive 
a bachelor’s or master’s in 
Fine Arts 

Americans are looking 
among themselves for talent 
and finding it—a good sign, 
says Anderson. Formerly, 
everyone thought that the 
talent was elsewhere. We had 
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Ballet: ‘*...the harmonious blending of dancing, 
music, poetry and painting into a unified drama.” 
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the great masters were 
scattered. The knowledge was 
no longer in one place 

This scattering had _ its 
effects. for ballet, unlike other 
art forms, ‘‘depends on a 
tradition rarely recorded and 


usually stored up in_ the 
memories of outstanding 
teachers and 


choreographers.” 

Anderson is trying to recap- 
ture that tradition, to find out 
what was lost, to pick up the 
thread and continue the ad- 
vancement of classical ballet 
in its purest form 

Classical ballet requires 
changes and im- 
provements—based on 
tradition. One cannot make 
changes or improvements un- 
til one Knows the tradition, the 
old rules. The old rules must 
be known and _ understood 
before new ones can take their 
place 

Anderson is overjoyed at 
the great surge of interest in 
ballet. She feels thet her 
students are very enthusiastic 
and responsive. ‘‘Sacramento 
has some of the best dancers | 
have ever seen in any area.” 

Her students participate in 
the Sacramento Ballet. Many 
for example, perform in 
Tchaikovsky's *‘Nutcracker”’ 
ballet each Christmas. Some 
of the male students have 
received scholarships from 
the Sacramento 
Ballet—thinks to their

never thought to look to 
ourselves 

The growth in ballet 
institutions shows that 
Americans are looking among 
themselves. The United States 
has established four major 
institutions: The American 
Ballet Theatre (1940), New 
York City Ballet (1948), City 
Center Jeftrey Ballet (1956) 
and San Francisco Ballet 
(1923) 

Regional ballet centers are 
growing, too. The Sacramento 
Ballet (formerly the Sac- 
ramento Civic Ballet) is one of 
the major regional theaters in 
the country 

Why has ballet skyrocketed 
to such heights the last few 
years” Perhaps people simply 
have more time and money 
now for cultural activities. Or 
maybe they view ballet as a 
form of self-expression 

Ballet offers the best of two 


worlds _ physical 
development and academic 
growth. Physical control. 


grace and sirength are musts 
for ballet participants. But 
Strength alone isn't enough 
Creativity and imagination 
are equally necessary

Walsh criticizes 
established papers

Denny Walsh, an inves 
tigative reporter for the Sac- 
ramento Bee. criticized 
newspapers in. general for 
their “disinterested service to 
the public’ in a speech before 
CSUS students yesterday 

Walsh. who was fired from 
the New York Times for tur 
ning over a story on Mayor 
Alioto’s alleged involvement 
with the Mafia said 
publishers of most es- 
tublishment newspapers are 

capitalist 

Newspapers today = are 
dominated by owners with the 

thought-process of a boss”’ 
according to Walsh 
Publishers fee! what is good 
for business is good for 


readers,’ he said 

At the same. time 
prominent private 
businessmen are  ‘‘almost 


never the subject of intense 
scrutiny Walsh said. He 
mentioned most newspaper 
bosses who take the position 


that what happens in 
business is nobody's 
business.” 


The newspaper industry 
more than any other single in- 
dustry, needs to report on 
itself. Walsh said the only in- 
formation that appears in 
print now are personnel and 
ownership changes, awards,

honors. and strikes 

Walsh called for a return to 
the age of turn-ol-the-century 
muckraking ‘Reporters 
should take their cues from 
old-ime muckrackers he 
suid 

Not refusing to print an ar 
tiie that may alfect adver 
tisers or business friends 
should be the “‘most routine 
part of the daily newspaper 
operation according to 
Walsh He believes that 
newspapers should be the 
“representing interests of the 
unorganized public 

When questioned on what 
he found out about Alioto and 
his alleged Malia connections 
Walsh said “I found out that he 
(Alioto) lied under oath 


Walsh suid he came to 
California because “I was fed 
up with the East, especially 
the eastern press."’ However 
he declined to comment when 
questioned on his views of the 
power structure locally saving 
only “Il haven't been here long 
enough.” 

Responding to a question 
about why he chose Sac 
ramento over other possible 
job offers, Walsh replied, ‘it’s 
un interesting assumption on 
your part that I had other job 


offers.” He said that he 
wanted to settle down. ‘I've 
spent 15 years away from 
home.”

Commander Cody and His 
Lost Planet Airmen are finally 
back with another studio 
album.

The first impression upon 
listening to side one is that 
there is a new aibum out the 
The New Riders.

Washington—The lesson 
may be getting through. The 
Senate’s liberal Democrats, 
the mental retardates of 
American politics, seem to be 
mastering the fact that the 
gentlemen down the street at 
the Federal Reserve Board 
really can throw six million 
peop!e out of work. 

Led by William Proxmire 
of Wisconsin and Hubert Hum- 
phrey, of all people, the 
liberals plus one conservative, 
James Buckley (R-N.Y.). 
have introduced a resolution 
ordering the Federal Reserve 
Board to stop playing games 
with the money supply and 
start following a policy that 
gives hope of full employment 


and steady price levels 
Heretofore, as Proxmire 
pointed out. Congress has 
taken the position that 


monetary policy is too com- 
plex a subject for the simple 
nervous systems of its 
members to grasp 


While it’s true that a degree 
of rationality at the Fed won't 
solve all problems, it’s also 
true that those Founding 
Fathers, whom our Capitol 
Hill crowd love to remind us 
of, knew perfectly well that 
prosperity is so closely tied to 
a wise regulation of money 
that they mandated Congress 
to take care of it in a very 
special way (Article 1, Section 
8 of the Constitution). Instead, 
Congress spent most of the 
last century finding weird 
ways to shirk its res- 
ponsibilities in this regard, 
while the nation oscillated 
between unnecessary booms 
and busts. In this century 
Congress created the Federal 
Reserve Board, which since 
its inception has continued to 
alternate between money 
floods and money droughts.

Monetary Commission of 1876 
told us what to do, but we 
didn't have the sense to do it: 
“It is in a volume of money 
keeping even pace with ad- 
vancing population § and 
commerce, and in the result- 
ing steadiness of prices, that 
the wholesome nutriment of a 


healthy vitality is to be 
found."’

that the Fed do just that, 
which would mean a steady 
growth of the money supply 
somewhere around 4 percent 
per year

and his colleagues aren't 
mean or corrupt men. They 
get no joy out of seeing 


millions lose their jobs but 
they are encased in = an 
institutional situation which 
encourages disastrous 
decision making. The isolated 
independence of the Fed has 
grown to the point where it 
thinks of itself as a coequal 
branch of the government, 


when it is the ‘agent’ of 
Congress as this resolution 
stipulates 


There is no public opinion 
check on the Fed because the 
public doesn't associate the 
unemployment lines of Feb- 
ruary with the mistakes the 
Fed made last June. Nor will 
the public develop an 
understanding as long as the 
Fed continues to make its key 
decisions in secret, only tell- 
ing the world about them mon- 
ths after the damage is done. 

The Proxmire-Humphrey 
resolution is the first step in 
eliminating the absurd prac- 
tice of classifying the 
monetary policy of the world’s 
largest economic power. As it 
is now, to use Proxmire’s 
language, everybody from 
housewives to industrialists 
has to play ‘‘Russianrouiette”’ 
in guessing about what to do 
with his money.

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economic impact of the 
government's budget. The 
huge budget deficits now be- 
ing contemplated may be 
highly inflationary or they 
may not. In large measure 
that will depend on what the 
Fed does, which, as per usual, 
we won't know until long after 
the Fed's done it. 


What usually trips the Fed 
up is that it uses its power to in- 
crease or decrease money to 
chase economic. butterflies. 
The butterfly that gets it into 
the most trouble is interest 
rates. They are forever tinker- 
ing with the money to achieve 
some elusive interest-rate 
level which is of no particular 
benefit to anyone but the New 
York bond brokers who sell 
government securities 


Interest rates are 
devilishly hard to control, and 
the Fed has only been able to 
demonstrate a fleeting § in- 
fluence on short-term rates, 
but in the process of living 
through its fascination with 
such matters it is led to aban- 
doning its duty to the economy 
asa whole 


These errors are explained 
away by the liberal use of in- 
comprehensible jargon, but, 
as Proxmire says, ‘If we have 
learned anything in the last 
few years, it is that so-called 
experts always can benefit 
from the views of Congress. 
It's time to recognize this is 
not Plato’s Republic... (and) 
monetary policy is more than 
a technical exercise...such 
decisions are essentially 
political.’
